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The Moselle Bridge, which connects Coblenz with its 
suburb Liitzel-Coblenz, was erected by Elector Baldwin about 
1344, restored in 1440, and widened in 1884. At the southern 
extremity is the ancient Burg or Electoral Palace, a lofty 
turreted building of the year 1276, while prominent in the picture 
are the to were of the beautiful church of St. Castor. 
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
